LONDON. Oct. 10.—The news, agency 


publishes the 
following 
from Pretoria 


filed there at 7:40 yesterday afternoon: 
"An urgent dispatch has just been hand- 
ed Couyngham Greene, the British diplo- 
matic agent, requesting; explicit assur- 
ances of the withdrawal within forty- 
eight hours of the British troops .from the 
Transvaal borders, as well as the with- 
drawal of all the British forces landed 
in South Africa since the Blocmt'ontein 
conference. 


Outside of the momentous news of the 


ultimatum nothing of moment has come 
this morning from the scene of action ex- 
cept the announcement that tlie Boers 
have 
constructed 
forts 
commanding 


Lainp's Nek, and that guns have been 
mounted on Mount Pogwanc- and mount 
Pros-poet. 
The effect of the ultimatum 


upon the stock exchange was steadying. 


The Kaflirs arc firmer in their belief that 


the most, gigantic gold .industry in the 
world will be incorporated in the British 
colony as the outcome of war. 


The text of the Transvaal ultimatum. 


It is understood, is on the way here. Ac- 
cording tc latest advice.^ the time limit 
expires tomorrow afternoon at 3. when 
after the demands of the Boers have not 
been complied with, further landing of 
dispatch of troops will be considered as 
an act of war and hostilities will com- 
mence immediately.

will be made of the cession of Pelagoa 
bay and surrounding territory by Portu- 
gal to Great Britain. The price i= said 
to be forty million dollars.

ing's news and 
comments had scarcely 


been digested 
and hopes aroused that 


Krugcr's birthday would also mark the 
dissipation, or commencement of dissipa- 
tion of the clouds hanging over South Af- 
rica, when the sensational announcement 
that the Transvaal had handed a definite 
ultimatum 
to the British diplomatic 


agent in Pretoria caused a rapid slump 
in the hopes of those who believe that the 
diplomats yet have the situation in hand. 


Apart from this the news tcr.ds to show 


•that as long as the Boers remain inactive 
.the British will continue to adhere to per- 
suasive methods. 


It is understood 
from the movements 


in' ministers nnd activity of the govern- 
. mcnt ofliccs that imperial developments 
arc imminent, although whether they arc 
pacific or warlike remains an enigma.

preceded the four demands of tlie ulti- 
matum: "Her majesty's unlawful inter- 
vention in internal affairs of this repub- 
lic, in conflict with the London conven- 
tion of '84, by the extraordinary strength- 
ening of her troops in the neighborhood 
borders of this republic, has caused an 
intolerable,condition of .things to arise, 
to which this government feels obliged, 
,.i the interests not only of this republic, 
but also of all South Africa to make an 
end as soon as possible, and this govern- 
ment feels itself called upon and obliged 
to press earnestly and with emphasis for 
nn immediate termination icf this state 
of things, and to request her majesty's 


government to give assurance upon the 
following four demands. 


DciiiunilN of Ultlmntum. 


The 
Transvaal ultimatum 
concludes 


with tho following demands: 


First—That all points of mutual dif- 


ference 
be regulated by .1 friendly 
re- 


course to arbitration, or by whatever 
amicable way may bo agreed on hy that 
government and her majesty's govern- 
ment. 


3ccond—All troops on the border of 


this 
republic shall be instantly 
with- 


drawn. 


Third—All 
reinforcements of 
troops 


which 
arrivcu 
in South Africa 
since 


.June 1st, 1890, shall be removed from 
South Africa within reasonable time, to 
bo agreed on with this government and 
with the mutual assurance and guaran- 
tee on the part of this government that 
no attack upon or hostilities against any 
portion of the possessions of the British 
government shall be made by this re- 
public during further negotiations, with- 
in a period of time to be subsequently 
agreed upon between the governments, 
and this government wiii upon compli- 
ance therewith be prepared to withdraw 
the armer burghers of this republic from 
the borders. 


Fourth—That 
her 
majesty's 
troops 


which are now on the seas shall not be 
landed in any part of South Africa. 


To these demands is appended a time 


limit for the reply as follows: 


"This government presses for an im- 


mediate affirmative answer to these four 
questions 
and earnestly 
requests 
her

before or on Wednesday, October 


llth. 13!W, not later than

desires further to add that, in the unex-

that, in the event of any further move-

The last letter was written by him 


Sept. '21 and received on the 2Sth. In it 
he said that a number of the boys had 
clubbed together, jiii-ed a. cook and were 
living like kings, and he hoped that the 
letter would find them in as pood health 
and .spirits as it, left Iriin. This was the 
last ever heard from him. He, was tx- 
pocted home this week on a fm lough.

Parts of a Woman's Body Found 


Different Sections 'of'New 


York City-

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—The upper part 


of a woman's body was found on the 
beach 
at the quarantine station this 


morning. The, portion found was from 
the waist line to the neck ami had evi- 
dently been but a short time in the wat- 
er. It w.i* tied up with twine and pieces 
of nianila paper unu newspaper. Most 
ot the paper was v,-»~lw>d away. 
Over 


the right breast was a cct two inches 
long, probably inflicted while cutting the 
bod°y in pieces. It was the upper p^rt 
of a young woman who had never been 
a. mother. The head had evidently been 
hacked oil' and the arms cut olT close to 
the shoulders in tne same manner. 


Another portion of a. body was picked 


np in Seventeenth street near Seventh 
avenue, nnd was the left thigh from a 
few inches above tlie knee to the waist. 
Still another part, recovered from the 
rivci', was the left loin, which fitted up- 
on the upper portion of that found in 
the street. A name that looks like ",!'. 
T. N'euman" and laundry mark "J. J. N. 
1S:1," was discovered this morning on one 
of the white skirts in. the bundle. A 
bundle of clothing was found in the 
basement of 210 West Fifteenth street 
This is the bouse next door to the area- 
way in wiiicn stood an ash can where 
the right thigh of the murdered woman 
was found, 


AiiotJie-r Murder My»iery. 


LOWELL, Mass., Oct. 10.—The body 


of a young woman was found in a lone- 
ly place near the Merrimac river at two 
tin's morning. She had been strangled 
to death. The police' think the motive 
was criminal assault. It is thought she 
was a stranger here.

This- would take in a considerable 
stretch of contributory country certainly 
of great value to Bacine. 


It is pleasant to know that our Wis- 


consin tobacco of late has made steady 
strides towards meeting with the eastern 
favor. , Such has been the demand^ at- 
tained'that the tobacco trust will it is 
said, maintain hereafter a regular agency 
in this state. The tobacco area is in- 
creasing with every year, the increase of 
late having been about 12,000 acres. The 
quality is stated to be very desirable 
and is* the factor in the securing of good 
prices. 


The figures for August reported by the 


bureau of statistics show our country is 
doing a wonderful 
business with 
the 


world. In that month we imported $66,- 
718,737 worth of goods as against an im- 
portation in the same month last year of 
$4n,G77:3!M. The 
exports 
for August 


were .$104.645,433 as compared with SS4,- 
5B5.501 for August 1S9S. This is a most 
excellent showing and demonstrating our 
prosperity abides with us.

CHANGING THE PATENT LAWS. 
One of the refinements of our patent 


office system is tne granting of patents 
extending to the actual use of things for 
which no patent should ever isue. It ia 
slated a Los Angeles company hold a 
patent for the sprinkling of roads with 
oil, and all who resort to this process 
must, whether or no, pay tribute to this 
monopoly.

huve no designs whatever directed to tlic 
acquisition of South American countries 
or on the Isthmus would nave an assur- 
ing and quieting effect. 


There is nothing tho' matter with pro- 


tection and it had better be left alone. 
There is no issue of that sort on the po- 
litical carpet. Should the conspiring'ele- 
ments go in for a orusadc agninflt pro- 
tection it will be a mistake' of the worst 
description.

Medical Record: It is safe to say that 


since -ic introduction of the arnal! calibre 
rifle and smokeless powder th« conditions 
of warfare nave undergone an almost 
complete change. Until our war with 
Spain little was definitely known of the 
effects 
produced by wounds 
resulting 


Irom a bullet fired from a modern rifle. 
Indeed, with the exception of the exper- 
ience of tho British gained in Indian 
frontier wars, our knowledge in regard 
to tho latest patterns of small arms may 
be 
said to ;havo been practically nil. 


JIuch valuable information was gathered 
during iho lighting in Cuba, And the 
battles and skirmishes now constantly 
taking place in Luzon will undoubtedly 
furnish 
further and more precise 'evi- 


dence in regard to tho comparative dead- 
liness of tho old and new weapons and 
to the difference in the character of the 
injuries inflicted by them. I no Filipinos. 
ns were tho Spanish, are. chiefly armed 
with the Mauser, an excellent type of the 
up-to-dato rifle. The penetrating power 
of the Mausov bullet of the pattern of 
1807 is, according to Major 
Legarde, 


33.125 inches. The Krag-,7orgensen of 
1898 penetrated' 26.125 inches, while the 
Springfield could send a bullet only six 
inches ' through the 
same thickness of 


wood. The velocity oE a bullet expelled 
from a Lee-Metford is nearly equal to 
that of one from a Mauser. What, then 
are the consequences and nature of an in- 
jury produced by a. bullet traveling at 
auch a marvelous speed? 


Brun's experiments led 'him to believe 


that at ranges over 300 metres the small 
calibre bullet hardly ever becomes 
de- 


formed, 
while between 400 and 1..100 


metres it as a rule makes a wound with 
a very small passage, with very small 
aperture? at the point of ingress 
and 


egress and with very little shattering of 
bones or tearing away of the soft parts. 
Stevenson say? the velocity of the bullets 
since ISOo has greatly increased, and con- 
sequently in the same ratio its enegry or 
impact. With 
increased velocity they 


have gained enormously in penetration; 
h::t if they do not reach a vital part or 
strike a large bone they do not disable. 
V/ith respect to the character and grav- 
ity of a wound the same authority re- 
marks: "When a bullet 
has passed 


through soft parts only, the exu wound 
is usually a circular punctured-out hole, 
but its edges are Mightly shreddy and 
torn. * * * 
'-Ji'P nearer the 
bullet 


strikes the bone (it its greatest diameter 
the greater is the destruction produced 
both in the bone and in the soft parts be- 
yond; but even with grazing snots most 
srvcrc splintering of the bone and ex- 
liin<ivc pulping of the soft parts are ob 
served." .

Dr. Davis, speaking from his experience 


in the Graeeo-Tiirkish war, reaches the 
cunthision that the iniual force of a bul- 
let is an onward or penetrative 
one: 


that, when penetration is impeded, the 
o:i\vard force becomes transformed into 
a lateral one; that explosive effect 
is 


only another name for lateral action 
i. e., outsiue tho track of the 
bullet; 


t.iat lateral action is most marked in 
hard bones (the fragments being carried 
onward) and in organs containing water 
(bladder. X ain, liver, etc.); that prac- 
tically the rotation of t/he bullet on its 
axia does not materially afl'cct the char- 
acter of the injury; that the effect of 
gunshot wounds is not so severe upon the 
living body as upon tho dead; that the 
destructive power of the small 
calibre 


gun 
has been overestimated: that 
its 


slopping or disabling power is less than 
that ot' larger calibres; that wounds in 
future conflicts will be, ns ;v rule, less se- 
vere and will lieftl more rapidly, with 
fewer complications, than has been the 
case in the past; that less radical treat- 
ment will be required, and conservatism 
will be followed by brilliant results. 


The foregoing views have been quite 


recently corroborated in many respects 
by the army surgeons in the Philippines. 
Surgeon Beck of the Thirteenth Minne- 
sota says that "to the small calibre bul- 
let of the insurgents' Mausers uie wound- 
ed boys owe their lives and a continuance 
of their usual friendly association with 
good arms and legs. .In the bony struc- 
ture of the body the Mauser bores a 
c"iean little hole, rarely fracturing 
a 


limb; in the skull it takes a centre shot 
to kill.". He says that he has knowledge 
of fully ft hundred men shot through the 
chest cavity in every portion' except lue, 
heart, who recovered. 


But while the injuries brought about 


by bullets from the army rifles of tociay 
»re -on- U\e 'whole less severe than was 
formerly the case, tue abdominal wounds 
are ns fatal, if not more so, than in form- 
er times. Surgeon'Beck says: ''Through 
tho soft abdominal tisues the Mauser is 
always fatal. Wounds of the intestines, 
stomach -and spleen always kill. Every 
operation -lor resection of wounded intes- 
tines resulted in death, and the opera- 
tion is now entirely abandoned."' This is 


.adical or conservative treatment should 
be pursued. Dr. William Parker of New 
Orleans, discussing this point, records his 
belief that in abdominal wounds caused.' 
by the small modern bullet lapavotomy 
should not be attempted in the field. Dr. 
Nicholas Senn lays down the dictum that 
aparotomy 
in penetrating 
gunshot 


vounds of the abdomen is indicated in 
all cases in which !rfe is threatened by- 
lemorrhage of visceral wounds, and the 
general condition of the patient is such 
as to sustain the expectation that he will 
iiirvive the immediate effects of the op- 
eration.

'act, however, may be noted here that 
the mortality which has up to tho pres- 
ent followed penetrating wounds of the 
abdomen treated on the. battlefield or in 
war hospitals has been extremely high.

THE STAR OF OYGNI. 


Ho*n Stellar Dintunco* Are 
tho 13c*t 


Krai lied. 


The stars are so enormously remote 


that astronomers reckon their distances 
froro us in "light years;" that is. in the 
number of years Jt takes their light to 
reach us, flashing through space, at the 
rate of over 180,000 miles a second. For 
examnle: 
The distance of one of the 


nearest of the stars, 61 Cygni, a star of 
the fifth magnitude in tho Swan (Cyg- 
nus), or Northern Cross, is seven and a 
quarter light years. 


The distance of this star may also be 


given as 400,000 times that of the sun. 
In neither way of reckoning do the fig- 
ures convey much, meaning.

really 5,000 million miles apart. 
So far 


away are these two star? that this inter- 
val between them shrivels to nothingness, 
as judged by the naked eye. 
And yet 


81 Cygni is one of the nearest of tho 
stars.

Fiat or Slow Filling—Late»t Fn.uclc» 


Fast or Blow filling of tho silo is de- 


bated, but the only difference amounts 
to about this: With slow"filling theriMS 
more time allowed for the material to 
settle and one geta more material ijto 
the pits if he is a week about it tliau 
In two days. In Ohio we use the rapid 
filling. Where one fills two silos and- 
ean do so It is a good plan to 1111 into 
one a half day and then the other. Tbe 
carrier of onr machine carries over one 
silo and throws into No. 2, so by sim- 
ply removing a trap slide In the carrier 
over No. 1, or replacing it, the' silos can 
be alternated In filling without chang- 
ing the machines. We know of no tests 
that place greater feeding value upon a 
slow rather than a fast filled silage. In 
a taut Oiled silo there is a greater show 
of space after it has settled. To over- 
come this loss'of storage, some silos 
are provided with a top rack some 3 
feet high, about the top of the silo, and

suitable for. storage purposes, Is al- 
ways a live one In late summer suit! 
early autumn.' Orauge Judd Former 
discusser it In part as follows: It.has 
beon proved beyond peradventure thu.?: 
only the best stock should be barreled 
and marketed, In order to prevent de- 
moralization of prices. . Each season 
brings its heavy proportion of wind- 
falls, soft stock, culls and common ap- 
ples.. This is true of. summer and au- 
tumn varieties, and scarcely less true 
of winter apples to be harvested In 
October. The present crop of apples 
include a good many -which should 
never be packed and shipped. In vari- 
ous sections of the country the evapo- 
rating industry Is firmly established, 
and with our splendid home and ex- 
port trade takes care of large, ffiswrfi- 
tios of'fruit 
Back of nil tbis, now- 


over, may always be found plenty of 
apples suitable only fov cider aud vine- 
gar purposes. 
To secure the best quality of cider, 


either as a beverage or for vinegar, the 
apples should be fully matured, ripe, 
free from rot, but not soft nor mellow. 
If immature, they lack in tlavor; if 
soft, do not press well and the juice 
will'lack clearness. When thoroughly, 
ripe, the fruit sugar is fully developed. 
Only sound apples should be- used, re- 
Kii-dtess of size or variety. 
Sort the 


fruit, throwing out all rotten apples. 
Where practicable, wash them, to re- 
move din. trash, leaves, etc. This 
foreign matter detracts from the qual- 
ity of the cider, aud cider apples, as 
ordinarily brought in, need this atten- 
tion.

If onion sets are put out in October,
